Washington, November 17.—The revolu- 
tionsts of San Domingo today applied to 
the state department for recognition by 
the United States.

Giordan, who represented himself as the 
provisional agent of the revolutionary 
zgovefnment, of which General Jiminez 
is the head. 

The state department has declined the 
recogniton, informing Mr. Giordan that it 
had been the unbroken policy of the state 
department to recognize only de facto 
governments and if Minister Powell, who

The collector, in con- 
formity with his instructions and the 
protest, has notified masters of vessels 
sailing to San Dominican ports that clear- 
ance papers will be issued for any ports 
in San Domingo, thus officially refuting 
the effectiveness of the blockade, At the 
offices of the Clyde line it was gaid that 
the Cherokee would clear tomorrow for 
her usual trip, calling at the ports which 
the local Dominican consul says are 
“closed.”

Position of Senator Bacon. 

Senator Bacon, in talking with me this 
afternoon, gave me the following state- 
ment of his position and of the attitude 
of the majority of the democratic sena- 
tors as he sees it: 

“There is no question in my mind that 
this Panama revolution was formed in 
this country and in Paris. I do not say 


this was done by the officials of this gev- 
ernment, because I would not say that 


unless I had direct proof of it, which T 
have not. All the circumstances indicate 
most conclusively, however, that the rev- 
olution was fomented and instigated in 
this country. So far as the government 
of the United States may have connived 
at that proceeding, it is utterly without 
excuse. It is apparent that the revolu- 
tion could not have been inaugurated and 
could not have been maintained but for 
the assistance received from the United 
States government in authority. It 


could not now be maintained a day with- 
out the assistance of the United States. 

‘Now I think Colombia got in this rev- 
olution no more than she deserved, for 
what she has done and for what she 
has not done, and for her attitude and 
action in regard to the canal treaty, but 
at the same time this would not excuse 
the United States for violating every 
recognized ‘principle of international 
law, and the obligations which this gov- 
ernment owes to another nation with 
which she is at peace. There is no !m- 
partial lawyer who would for one mo- 
ment recognize or contend that the 
treaty of 1846 gives any authority for 
such action as has been taken by the 
United States government. It is, fur- 
ther, a fact that cannot be disputed that 
this action of the government was not 
necessary to secure the construction of 
an isthmian canal. 


Illegal Acts of Roosevelt. 


“While all this Is true, I do not intend 
to let what I consider an illegal act of 
the United States government stand in 
the way of my supporting the canal pro- 
ject. I am not going to be responsible 
for what I consider the illegal acts of the 
government nor, on the other hand, am 
I going to be responsible for any ob- 


nal. If the republic of Panama fg recog- 
nized by the nations of the world, it will 
be an established government entitled to 
be dealt with as such by the United 
States, even though the methods and 
means by which it was thus established 
may have been revolutionary, illegal o 
even corrupt. Whenever the tndepend- 
ence of a country Is recognized generally 
by other nations, no nation would be 
justified in folding its arms and saying 
{ft would not treat. with that new nation 
because it had been inaugurated in an 
illegal or corrupt manner.

Speaking on the Cuban Bill, McClel- 
lan Reviews Course of Wood in 
Cuba—Accuses Wood of Fast- 
ening a Gambling Mono- 
poly on Havana. 


Washington, November 17.—The house 
to@y resumed consideration of the Cu- 


ban Dill. 
the day were the speeches of Mr. Stevens, 
a republican member from Minnesota, 
who spoke in opposition to the Dill, and 
the sptech of Mayor-elec®? McCilign, of 
New York. . 

Mr. Stevens opposed the measure for 
reciprocity with Cuba at the last session. 
Today he argued that the bill was a 
“cruel blow’’ at one of the most promis- 
ing agricultura] industries of this coun- 
try and that the measure will imperil 
our foreign trade. 

Mr. McClellan delivered his valedictory 
to the house, making an argument in 
favor of the bill, during the course of 
which he criticised the administration of 
General Wood irf Cuba. Four hours 
were devoted today to debate on the 
measure, ten members speaking. Under 
the rule two days more are given for 
Speeches. ; 

Mr. McClellan said there was an ar- 
gument in favor of the enactment of 
the bill which rose above ajl others and 
invelved the duty and the honor of the 
United States. . 7 

“As we have made it impossible for 
Cuba,’’ said Mr. McClellan, ‘“‘to seek 
alliances elsewhere, it is a duty we 
cannot shirk to permit her to enter into 
the closest political and commercial re- 
lations with us. He said the liberal con- 
cessions made by Cuba in the treaty 
“should certainly permit the United 
States to obtain virtual monopoly of the 
Cuban market.’’ 

In the course of his remarks, Mr. Mec- 
Clellan said: | 

“Two years ago, Cuba was on the vergé 
of bankruptcy and that she has escaped 
ruin is not due to any effort on our part. 
That she has been able to exist at all 
during the last two years is because of 
two reasons. First, the change in her 
government. Second, the marketing of 
an increased amount of tobacco and 
sugar. 

McClellan Aftacks Wood. 

“In 1902 the spectacular and‘ extrava- 
gant rule of General Wood, having sad- 
died upon Havana for ten yéars, the in 
famous gambling monopoly of the jai 
alai’ gave place to ‘the conservative, 
economical, sensible and business-like ad- 
ministration of Presiden; Estrada Pulma, 
who has proved himself an executive of 
the very highest order.” 

After quoting figures, 
4aid: 

“In other words, under President Palma, 
the cost of government is over seven 
million dollarg less per annum than it 
was under General. Wood. 

In conclusion, Mr. McClellan said: 

“And now, at last, after years of wait- 
ing, after the spectacle of an insolent 
lobby practically dominating sine con- 
gress, we propose to partially fulfill our 
pledge to Cuba by giving her this two- 
penny measure of relief, that is warrant- 
ed not to offend toe suceptibiiities of the 
most sensitive trust in existence. We 
have made a solemn promise to Cuba. 
If a republican majority in its might is 
Only willing to partially keep that prom- 
Ise, the blame and the shame .rest with 
the republican party. The bill is un- 
questionably a breach In the wall of 
protection.’”” He received the agplause 
of his colleagues when he had concluded. 

Mr. Crumpacker, republican, Indiana, 
said reciprocity was not in harmony with 
the tariff policy of this country as ex- 
emplified in the last two republican tar- 
{ff bills. He said if we are to have @& 
permanent reciprocity policy, we should 
put a tax on non-competitive articles 
that we might have something upon 
which to negotiate.

|PANAMA REPUBLIC DEAF | 


OF GOLOMBIA 


Commissioners of Panama and Colonibia Meet on 


Mayflower---The Colombians Say-That They 
Will Enforce Their Rights on the Isthmus. 


Colon, November 17.—The Panaman 
commission which left Panama yesterday 
to meet the peace commission from the 
department of Bolivar, bourded the May~ 
flower today and held a short conference 
with the Colombians, who only represent 
the department of Bolivar and the -g0v- 


ernor of that department. 

The Colombians asked the Panamans 
if they would return to the republic of 
Colombia, assuring them concessions and 
assurances ,of the passage of @ canal 
treaty, 7 

The Panamans replied that they would 
not return to the republic of Colombia, 
and declared the assurances came too 
late, as Panama’s position was so advan- 
tageous and strong that they could not 
see any reason for changing. 

During the conference Nicanor Insig- 
nares, a brother of the governor of the 
state of Bolivar, who was the spokesman 
of the Colombians, made a streng appeal 
to the Panamans not to disrupt the re- 
public of Colombia and he supplemented 
his appeal by the solemn assurance that 
Colombia would grant all the rights de- 
manded by the Caidiene andjeventually 
carry out their grand project of building 
the canal, 

Replying to Senor Insignares, 
Tomas Arias, representing the junta, said 


the Bogota government and the Colom- 
blans generally did not appear to grasp 
the actual conditions prevailing on the 
isthmus. The revolution, Senor Arias 
Said, was born absolutely of the unani- 
mous desire of the entire, people of Pana- 
ma and was irrevocable. It was the act 
of a now independent government, al- 
ready thoroughly organized and formally 
recognized by the United States govern- 
ment in, receiving its representative, Sen- 
or M. Philippe Bunau-Varilla;, as well by 
the governments of France and Italy. 

Continuing, Senor Arias said: 

“Colombia will always find in this coun- 
try the most sincere brotherly feeling. The 
political ties binding the isthmus and Co- 
lombla have been broken, but the fault is 
not that of the isthmus. The ties of af- 
fection, however, can never be broken.” 

Senor Insignares, in answer, expressed 
his deep sorrow at finding that the hopes 
of reconciliation were impossible of reall- 
zation, and that the actions of the people 
of the isthmus of Panama were irrevoc- 
able. He declared that all the people of 
Colombia would unite in an éffort to en- 
force the rights of the republic on the 
isthmus of Panama, even at the cost of 
great sacrifices. 

Senors'Arisemona and Morales then de- 
livered addresses in which they expressed 
views similar to'those enunciated by Sen- 
or Arias. 

The threat of Senor Insignares that the 
republic of .Colombla would enforce its al-

sideration. 

It was unofficially announced by the 
Colombian commissioners that General 
Reyes, representing the Bogota govern- 
ment, was coming to the isthmus to con- 
fer with the provisional government of 
Panama. 

United States Salutes Panama Flag. 

Panama, November’ 1!7.—The United 
States flagship Marblehead today holeted 
the flag of the republic of Panama and 
saluted it with twenty-one 


playing the American flag, answered the 


salute of twenty-one guns, 
Marblehead answered. 

Rear Admiral Glass, Consul General 
Gudger and Commander Phelps, accompa- 
nied by Lieutenants Phillip Andrews and 
8S. P. Trellinwideo, then officially called 
on the junta. A military band played 
“The Star Spangled Banner’ on the ar- 


erals Huertas, Jeffries, Diaz and Varon 
was giad to officlally call upon the gov- 
ernment of the republic of Panama. It 
had been a great pleasure for him to sa- 
lute the flag of the new republic for 
whose prosperity and greatness he made 
the best wishes. 

Senor Arango, a member of the junta, 
saying that in the name of the junta 
and of the people of Panama, he ex- 
pressed sincere pleasure at the presence 
of the gallant fleet in Panama bay, repre- 
senting the noble people and government 
of the United States “to whom the isth- 
mus {fs deeply grateful for the hand of 
fellowship so generously and promptly 
extended to them by its great president.” 

Mr, Gudger proposed a toagt to a new 
Panama canal treaty, which was answer- 
ed by General Varon, who toasted Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and the United Stateg 
army with great cordiality. 

Flying Flag of Panama. 

New York, November !7.—From the 
foremost head of the steamer City of 
Washington, which arrived today from 
Colon, flew the flag of the republic of 
Panama, and on board were, the specia! 
commissioners sent by the néw republic 
to the United States. The commissioners 
are Dr. Manuel E. Amador and Fede- 
rico Boyd, and with them are Carlos 
Arosemena, secretary, and Archibald 
Boyd, attache. 

The City of Washington was in the 
center of the trouble: at Colon and re- 
ceived On board a number of women and 
children because of the fear of a clash 
between the insurrectionists and the Co- 
lombian troops. There were 500 of these 
troops: in Colon who demanded transpor- 
tation by ral] to Panama, but the rail- 
way officials refused to take them. They 
marched down to the railroad terminus 
and were stepped by United States mar- 
ines from the United 
Nashville. The marines had sun flat cars 
laden with cotton bales in front of the 
depot and filled the windows with bales 
of cotton and other baies forming barri- 
cades were manned by marines. 

After some parley the trmpaps went 
down on the pier to the British Royal 
mai] steamer Atrato, to embark far Car- 
tagena. The commanding officer's troops 
had, in the meantime, gone to Panama, 
and were without commanders. Colonel 
Black, with the marines, taking advant- 
age of the fact that the troops had all 
passed down the pier chained the cot- 
ton bale barricades until they blocked 
the pier and refused to allow the troops 
to come back to shoré. A fund of $8,000 
was collected and the troops were sent 
passage prepaid by the Atrato to Carta- 
gena. The commissioners on arrival here 
did not know their exact status and de- 
clined to talk until they had received 
the latest intelligence from Washington. 
They could not say whether they would

10 THE NATIONS 


Note is Addressed to the 
Envoys of the Powers, 


Bunau-Varilla Alleges That High 
Motives Induced the Revolution. 
Powers Are Asked To Grant 
Recognition to Infant 
Republic. 


Washington, November !7.—Accredited 
to the United States, the republic of 
France. and the world at large, as min- 
ister plenipotentiary and envoy ‘extraor- 
dinary of the M#public of Panama, M. 
Philippe Bunau-Varilla, under special in- 
structions from his government, has ad- 
dressed a note to the envoys of the pow- 
ers represented at Washington requesting 
them that they notify their governments 
of the formation of the sovereign state 
of Panama and expressing the hope that 
his government will receive recognition at 
their hands. ' 

Count Cassini, the Russian ambassador, 
as the dean of the diplomatic corps, was 
first addressed. The note to his ex- 
cellency is identical, mutatis mutandis, 
with the notes sent to the other ambas- 
sles and legations. Following’ the lead 
of Count Cassini, the other ambassadors, 
the ministers and the charges d'affaires 
will transmit the communication of the 
Panama minister to the foreign offices 
and await instructions. 


The Note to Cassini. 

The note to the Russian ambassador is 
as follows: 

“Mr. Ambassador—The government of 
the republic of Panama has entrusted to 
its minister plenipotentiary to the gov- 
ernment of the United States ie mission 
of notifying to the government of his 
majesty, the —, through your ex- 
cellency, the formation of the independent 
and sovereign state of Panama. 

“In performing this agreeable duty, I 
allow myself to call the attention of your 
excellency to thé high motives which 
have justified the overthrow of the former 
state of things.

Hundredth Anniversary of Transfer 
of Louisiana to United States Will 
Be Celebrated with Three Days 
Festivities—Exercises at 
Cabildo.

New Orleans, November 1!7.—The state 
ef Louisiana, which has appropriated 
$100,000 to cover its share in the St. 

uis purchase exposition next year, will 
hold transfer commemoration exercises of 
its own December 18 and 20 next. 

The Louisiana Historical Society, the 
members of which have long been work- 
ing on such a celebration to take place 
on the date of the actual transfer. have 
just announced the programme of the 
exercises. : 

The affair promises to be one of the 
most elaborate ever held in the south and 
the officers of the society announce that 
no pains have ever been pared to make 
it a fit commemoration f the transfer. 
The exercises will center about the his- 
torie Cabildo the city hall of the days 
of the Spanish domination, and the build- 
ing yet stands practically as when it 
was-used for the formalities of the turn- 
ing over of Louisiana to the American 
commissioners. 

Both New Orleans and the state of 
Louisiana have agreed to ultimately turn 
this celebrated building over to the use 
of the society as a permanent home for 
the society's magnificent historical col- 
lection of books, paintings, manuscripts 
and records, but as it {g yet in use by 
the state supreme court, the dedication 
of the building for this purpose must be 
delayed until the new court ‘buildings are 
completed. 

At the time of the celebration, however, 
the Cabildo will be given Over to the use 
of the soclety and therein the principal 
exercises will be held. The French and 
Spanish ambassadors will be present; a 
man Of war from each of these nations 
is expected at New Orleans at this time 
and a portion of the Atlantic squadron 
will aid in giving formality,to the event. 

Will Reproduce Colo Ball. 

The three days’ programme will be 
opened Friday evening, December 1S, 
with a reception and ball in the Cabildo, 
wilich is to reproduce as far as possi- 
ble the ball given one hundred years ago 
in honor of the American ‘commission- 
ers, Claiborne and Wilkinson. 

The celebrated beauties of New Or- 
leans will dance the minuet in costumes 
duplicating those of colonial days, and 
an old-fashioned New Orleans supper wiil 
interrupt the dancing at midnight. This 
event will be in charge of the ladies of 
the historical society, its patronesses rep- 
resenting the best and oldest families of 
New Orleans. 

The exercises will be held in the Cabil- 
do, where there will be addresses by Gov- 
ernor Heard, representatives of France 
and Spain and the United States, follow- 
ed by a military parade and a naval] re- 
view before the oaity. The tempotary 
museum in the Cabildo will be formally 
opened, medals will be struck and in the 
evening the guests of the society wil] at- 
tend a special gala performance at the 
French opera house. 

On Sunday, December 20, the real cen-

bonds and feed themselves off the cou- 
pons. ‘That policy will worm-eat any 
town as surely as the teredo will make 4 
sponge out of a hard pine pile in the 
water. 

“On the contrary, our Atlanta men, 
having seen their earlier investments 
grow enormously, have kept faith in the 
productiveness of Atlanta dirt. The At- 
lanta spirit keeps everybody electrified 
and doing his best.” ® 

That, in our judgment, is the key to 
success. If the successful men in a city, 
who make money, will reinvest that 
money in larger enterprises in thelr own 
city it not only builds up, but it proves to 
others that the moneyed men have faith 
in the town. This gives faith to the 
smaller men, financially speaking, and 
they invest their earnings in homes or in 
local enterprises. Further than that, it 
gives confidence to the outsider who is 
seeking investment, and he puts his 
mohey in the city whose own moneyed 


men invest their money there. 
The man who takes out the profits fro 
his business each year and invests in 
bonds or outside securities, prevents the 
growth of his own business and does 
nothing to build up his native city.’ 
There is a lesson for gther cities in the 
Atlanta incident which we have noted.

"When I grew to have children of my 
own I decided that this ‘Prisoners of the 
Sabbath’ idea should never enter our 
family. I think I have got about the 
best children there are in this cougtry, 
and every Sunday morning they go to 
Sunday school and service afterward and 
‘they meet me there whenéver I am in 
town. Then in the, afternoon they go 
out In the park and all of us have the 
best kind of a time. We don’t ride on 
the merry-go-rounds, because we have 
time to enjoy that sort of thing other 
days in the week, but I honestly believe 
that they enjoy seeing the poor people 
taking a day off more than they could 
enjoy the pleasure themselves. There 
isn’t any law in our family stating that 
it is a sin and this keeps it from being 
a forbidden pleasure. 

“Personally, for me to see a working- 
man with his family enjoying his day 
off in the way he thinks is right, so long 
as he does not interfere with any one 
else, comes pretty nearly my idea of a 
day of rest. The old idea @ making a 
child hate himself or herself for twenty- 
four hours because it was the Lord’s 
day, seems to me a veritabie travesty 
on the name. — 

“Then there was much sald against 
the selling of pools. Now I know that to 
play the races in this city means travel- 
ing a long distance or telegraphing, and 
I know that for that very reason thou- 
sands of dollars go to other cities- in 
that way. I understand that during the 
fair they do sell pools, but as the West- 
ern Jockey Club only grants Atlanta 
twelve days of races a year, it seems to 
me that the establishment of a Law and 
Order League to run 365 days to cor- 
rect the evil of !2 is rather earrying 
things to the stretching point. 

“And then much was said about the 
playing of baseball on Sunday. I'll tell 
you what's a fact. When I have been 
in Atlanta I have gone out to Fort Mc- 
Pherson for just that purpose, and I 
have never seen any such order as I 
have seen at those same games. [I un- 
derstand guards were placed at the order 
of Colonel Price, but I never saw gor 
heard any excuse for them. There was 
no swearing, and not even cheering, and 
I never saw people enjoy themselves 
more quietly. The reason I went to 
Fort McPherson was because I had noth- 
ing else to do, and because there was 
nothing else in Atlanta to help iff whil 
ing away a long afternoon. So, unless 
the Law and Order League intends to 
run things at the barracks, I don’t see 
what other material they can have to 
work on, for I have never seen a base- 
ball game played in Atlanta. n 

“T was considerably interested in read- 
ing in the newspapers that an attempt 
was made to stop these games at the

Physicians to Investigate Mil~ 
lad Lee's Sanity, 


——— 


Dr. James M. Ellis, Who Has Brain 
in Charge, His Invited Special- 
ists To Assist Him in 
* His Search for 

Lesions, 


Specialists upon disordered brains will 
doubtless ald in the examination of the 
brain of Millard Lee, who was executed 
for murder several weeks ago, and whose 
brain was removed by Dr. James N,. 
Ellis and Dr. 3. C. Olmsted, of Atlanta, 

Dr. Ellis, who now has the brain in his 
possession, is in correspondence with a 
noted specialist upon insane brains. The 
Atlanta physician has. offered the special- 
ists an opportunity for being present 
while the examination is in progress, and 
if the invitation is accepted the examina- 
tion of the sections will commence as soon 
as he arrives in the city. 

The brain that was taken from Millard 
Lee has been put through the hardening 
process and is now quite prepared for 
the inspection under the miscroscope. 

A curious circumstance In connection 
with the forthcoming examination is that 
if the specialists fail to discover lesions 
upon the brain, this will not be consider- 
ed proof by the medical fraternity of the 
sanity of Millard Leé. If, on the other 
hand, lesions are found it will be proof 
positive that the condemned man was in- 


sane at the time of his executiou. 


The reason for this is something that 
has so far eluded the S vestigations of 
scientists. It is said to be a fact, how- 
ever, that the brains of persons who were 
known to be Insane, admittedly insane, 
have been examined for lesions and none 
has béen found. Usually, however, it is 
the case that the lesions upon the brains 
of insane persons are quite plainly seen 
with the microscope, 

Considerable interest atgaches to the 
examination that will be made of the 
brain of Millard Lee. Opinions are so 
entirely at variance among the members 
of the local medical fratemity that the 
result of the inspection of the brain of 
the dead man will be closely watched,

WILL NOT PAVE 
MERRITTS AVE 


Chert Will Probably Not 
Be Laid This 
Year, 


As a result of the action of council 
regarding the matter of free chert during 
the session of last Monday afternoon it 
{js extremely probable that no further 
attempts. will be made this year to repave 


Merritts avenue with rock and chert. 

The ordinance providing for the chert 
paving upon that street under the assess- 
ment plan was returned by the alder- 
manics board to council with instructions 
to have it advertised and during the 
session of last Monday City Clerk Camp- 
bell was instructed to have the adver- 
tisement inserted in thd official organ 
of the municipality. That is the shape in 
which the matter stands at present. 

Council had before it last Monday the 
question of doing all chert paving under 
the assessment plan, but defeated the 
measure providing for such an arrange- 
ment, the reason being that the majority 
of the members of the body believed it 
proper to continue the work of laying 
chert paving free of cost. 

Merrifts avenue will not get chert this 
year for very simple seasons. Alderman 
Inman and Councilman Key are opposed 
from principle to free chert paving and 
will decHne to introduce @ measure pro- 
viding for free chert on Merritts avenue. 
If the assessment plan is used for the 
Merritts avenue paving it will be neces- 
sary to obtain the signatures for every 
foot of property on the street, because 
those who do not sign will not have to 
pay for the paving. 

It is said by some who have investigated 
the matter that after the chert paving 
is laid even those who petitioned for it 
upon the assessment plan can decline to 
pay on the ground that other citizens are 
not charged for’chert paving. It is cer- 
tain that those who do not sign cannot be 
made to pay, and for that reason the 
chert will not be faid, as the city will not 
collect from some and exempt others from 
paying. 

There has always been a question as to 
the legality of doing any free paving in 
Atlanta. The right of preperty owners 
who obtain asphalt and other paving to 
refuse to pay for it on the ground that 
the municipality does free paving has 
never been tested in the courts.

It can be carried in a snow-white cloth 
without solling or smutting. Its combus- 
tion is said to be perfect and, therefore, 
smokeless, Its heat-giving qualities are 
Said to be almost equivalent to the high- 
est grade of anthracite coal. It burns 
freely and produces few ashes. 

The 8t, Louls company making coaleo 
says that it can be produced in that 
city at a cost not to exceel $1.30 a ton. 
It is proposed to sell it on an anthracite 
If anthracite is $7.75 a ton, 
coaleo will be $3.75 a ton; if anthra- 
cite is $7.50, coaleo will sell at $3.50. 

The new fuel has been tested,’” says 
Mr. Baer, who has autograph letters 
from the ,experimenters, “by many S&t. 
Louis manufacturing concerns, all of 
whom indorse it as a fuel for domestic 
use, being cheap, clean, free-burning and 
convenient for handling. 


-Machines To Produce It. 

“The St. Louis company is now making 
machines as rapidly as possible for its 
manufacture. I understand that a ma- 
chine can make from 35 to 40 tons 
a day of coaleo, and the com 
soon have 2,000 of these sateen pel ve 
is promised that sixty days hence a sup- 
ply of coaleo will be sent to Indianapolis 
‘ “Of course, the St. Louis company could 
not supply the demand for this fuel should 
it, as I,believe it will, prove to be a 
complete success, but loca] companies will 
be formed in such cities as Chicago, Kan. 
sas City, Indianapolis, and even in Pitts- 
burg. 

“I should not wonder if this invention 
should measurably * relieve the people 
from the grasp of the coal trust. This 
fuel is the result of years of experiment 
and those interested in its manufacture 
are among the most prominent business 
men of St. Louis.

Nevertheless, the 
progressed steadily, and’ today the stfte 
is almost ready for the workmen to be- 
gin the actual construction of the pas- 
Senger depot. 

According to those who have the mat- 
ter in their care, the work of preparing 
for the depot has moved along much 
faster than they expected when the 
project was first. undertaken. They ex- 
pected it to take at least sixty days for 
the Central railroad to remove its freight 
depot, whereas it is now almost entirely 
taken away and the work has been done 
within forty days. 

With the disappearance of the last 
vestige of the Central’s old depot, the 
work of starting the construction of the 
union passenger station will be begun, 
and within the(time originally named the 
station will be ready for the uyse of 
the public. 

This is official and no one need specu- 
late on what will be done at Madison 
avenue. 

Another feature that will prove of in- 
terest is that the Central’s new freight 
depot will not interfere with the attrac- 
tiveness of the appearance of the pas- 
senger station. The plaza on which the 
latter will stand will be something like 
20 feet higher than the plane on which 
the freight depot stands. <A retaining 
wall 20 feet high will be built and the 
ground will be filled in so as to make 
the plaza stand fully that high above the 
lével of the freight house and freight 
yards. This will obviate the nm@cessity 
of passengers threading their way 
through a maze of trucks and wagons, 
and will not require the public to dodge 
the many sacks of guano and barrels of 
syrup which the picture of the site of the 
new station led them to believe they 
would have to encounter on their way to 
and from the trains. 

The Nelson Street Trouble. 

There is no connection whatever be- 
tween the Nelson street matter and the 
building of the new depot. The closing 
of Nelson street only related to the 
building of the Southern’s new freight 
depots. If the road accepts the proposi- 
tion of council and closes the street for 
nine months, the freight ware houses 
will be built at the site shown on the 
if it 
dces not, {here may be a change in the 
location of these ‘structures. But the 
new passenger station will be built re- 
gardless of what action may be taken in 
the matter of the freight houses. 

There was a conference between Mayor 
Hiowell and J. S. B. Thompson yesterday, 
at which the latter stated that he was 
unprepared to say what would be done 
about the closing of Nelson street. -He 
said that he had not yet heard from the 
roads interested in the depot, and could 
not say what would ‘be done in regard 
to the proposition of the council. 

Captain Englgsh, president of the termi- 
nal company, is in Lexington, Ky., for 
the purpose of purchasing a horse, and 
his trip has no connection whatever with 
the matter of changing the depot site. 
This is learned on authority that cannot 
be disputed, and settles the Louisville 
and Nashville rumor. It will be remem- 
bered that Captain English stated to The 
Constitution Saturday that ‘‘when the 
site of the depot was changed he would 
notify the reporter.’’ Both his words and 
his tones were sufficient to set 2, oe 
any doubts as to where the new stati 
would be erected. 

The rapidity of the Central in remov- 
ing its freight depot has greatly pleased 
the terminal officials. They state that 
fey are surprised that this building 
has been practically gotten out of the 
way in the time it has. It was a great 
undertaking to move a ware house full 
ot freight and erect anotheg and store 
this freight in the new house within the 
time which the Central has taken. When 
the remaining portions of the old depot 
are carried off the ground, the work of 
beginning the foundations of the pas- 
senger station will start, and within 
twelve months of the date on which the 
site is turned over to the contractors, 
Gude & Walker, the new structure wiil 
be ready for the use of the roads and 
the public. 

Railroad officials express surprise that 
any one could doubt the intention of the 
terminal company to erect the building 
when by a personal inspection of the loca- 
tion it could readily be seen what a vast 
amount of work has been and was being 
done there. 

Within a few weeks the people of At- 
lanta wil see the foundations of the new 
passenger station taking shape. There 
has been and there will be no delay.

FAKE INSURANCE 
BEING FOUGHT 


Use of Mails May Be Denied 
to the Bogus 
Concerns, 


Washington, November 17.—Messrs. 
Cuckrell and Dryden today presented to 
the senate an address from a committee 
represermting the insurance companies of 
the country asking for legislation look- 
ing to the prohibition of the use of the 
mails by bogus insurance companies by 
so extending the lottery laws as to make 
them applicable to those concerns, and 
Senator Dryden introduced a bill to carry 
the petition into effect. The purpose of 
the bill is set forth in its title, which is 
as follows: 

‘5 amend sections 3894 and 3929, of 
the revised statutes and other laws for 
the suppression of lotteries so as to make 
them applicable to letters, postal cards, 
circulars, pamphlets andd other publica- 
tions concerning any business of and 


contracts and policies of life, fire or other 
insurance transmitted into any state, dis- 


| trict or territory by concerns or persons 
‘not authorized to transact such business 


in the state from which they are trans- 
mit ted.’’ 

In presenting his petition Senator 
Cockrell referred to the insurance com- 
panies against whom the proceeding is 
directed as ‘‘get-rich-quick’’ concerns, 
and Sénator Dryden gave assurance of 
the high character of the petitioners. 
The insurance committee, in their ad- 
dress, say that the public is being im- 
posed upon to a larger extent by these 
unworthy concerns claiming to be in- 
surance companies than by any other 
class of frauds.

This is ‘the Atlanta forecast and the 
prediction from Washington for the state 
is the same, ; 

The conditions, acording to yesterday's 
weather map show that a decided cold 
wave covers the entire west and north- 
west with freezing temperature reaching 
into central Texas. 


The barometer is abnormally high in the: 


northwest registering 31.00 Tnehes at 
Havre, Mont. The “low’’ has moved rap- 
idly northeast and is central near Os- 


wego, N. Y. Its path is marked by gen- 
eral rains from Tennessee to Maine. 

The temperature has risen along the 
Atlantic coast and is unseasonably hig® 
over,the east and southeast. West of 
the Mississippi river and north from Ten- 
nessee rapid falls in temperature have oc- 
curred. The weather is generally clear 
except in the Ohio valley and southward 
to the gulf and along the Atlantic eoast. 

The lamblike weather that has been At- 
lanta's portion these last few days and 
which continued up to yesterday morning, 
went owt in a hurry last night, and the 
wind went whistling round the corners 
and through the narrow canyons made by 
AtTanta’s skyscrapers as if there was 
trouble brewing in the house of Aeo- 
lus.

The plans of Architects Haralson Blake- 
ly, Harry Leslie Walker and Charles Car- 
leton & Co. wefe considered yesterday. 
While as yet no decision hag been reach- 
ed, there seems to be a majority tn favor 
of a stone rather than @ brick building. 
Most of the plans are for an edifice to 
cost fromh $60,000 to $75,000. The main 
auditorium of the church will probably 
have a seating capacity of about 1,000, 
with a gallery capacity of seating 250 
additional persons. Below will be a Sun- 
day school room with a capacity of 1,000 
and individual class rooms so arranged 
that they can be thrown into one audi- 
‘torlum. In addition there will be the 
pastor's study and a ladies’ reception 
room and other ante-rooms A large 
baptistry and choir loft are also provided 
for in the plans. 

The building committee js now meet- 
ing every afternoon at the office of Sec- 
retary Davis and eight more plans for 
architects are still to be considered. This 
committee has no power to act, but after 
carefully considering all of the plans sub- 
mitted will make a report and the final 
choice of the building will be left to u 
vote of the members of the church. It is 
expected that the consideration of the 
plans will require several more days’ 
work on the part of the members of 
the committee and that it. will be ten 
days or two weeks before the matter will 
be placed before the members of the 
church for a final decision. 

‘The lot at the corner of Cain and Peach- 
tree streets, which was a part of the old 
Glenn property, has been bought and it 
is believed that ground will be broken for 
the laying of the foundation in the early 
spring. It will be remembered that the 
Site of the present First Baptist church 
was purchased by the government for the 
erection of a new Atlanta postoffice, to 
cost $1,250,000. The amount received by 
the First Baptist church was $81,500.

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HREE school book publishing 
ay houses, out of the twenty-six pub- 
lishers and authors who submitted 
books for inspection, were responsible 
for the rejection by the commission of all 


the bids. 

Twenty-three of those who had submit- 
ted books and bids filed statements with 
the commission dec§aring their willing- 
ness to waive any legal rights they might 
have to accept old books, in trade,. at 
the full 50 per cent of the original cost 
of the old books. The other three re- 
fused to make this waive: and the com- 
missioner, to avoid complications, , re- 
jected all bids and called for new ones.___ 

These supplementary offers in regard 
to trades of new books for old were filed 
with the commission during the day 
Saturday and considered by that body on 
Saturday afternoon. Sonre of the commis- 
sioners were in favor of calling the three 
refractory ones before them and asking 
them to withdraw their refusals in order 
to save time and the expense of read- 
vertising. This was debated for nearly 
three hours before the commission final- 
‘ly reached the decision of declaring all 
bids off. 

It was not so much the prices of the 
books to which the commission objected, 
though in a number og instances these 
were regarded as much too high, while in 
other cases the offers were lower than 
had been made to other states. What the 
commission wished to do, however, was 
to secure books as cheaply as possible, 
of course, but in addition to this to make 
the cost of the new books to pupils now 
using schoo] books merely nominal, if 
possible, for the first year, 

In the instances where prices bid were 
higher thar. in other states the agents 
of the publishers stated to the commis- 
sion that the increase was due to a bet- 
ter quality of binding than that on the 
book submitted elsewhere. In order to 
ascertain whether or not this is correct 
the commission will send to the other 
states and secure copies of the books in 
question, 

By this means and others the cgmmis- 
sioners expect to be thoroughly informed 
on prices by the time the new bids are 
submitted and will be prepared to say 
exactly what they think is a fair and 
proper price to pay for books to be adopt- 
ed. Unless they can get such prices no 
books will be accepted. 

The commissioners think, however, that 
as quickly as possible after the new bids 
are opened the book system ought to be 
adopted and so they are now waiting with 
a great deal of interest to see what will 
result from the second call for bids. 
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A number of promirtent Georgians were 
visitors at the capitol yesterday.

ANOTHER MILL 
FOR COLUMBUS 


Former Eagle and Phenix 
Official Contemplates 
New Venture. 


Columbus, Ga., November 1!7.—(Special.)

Mr. Clemence will leave in a few days 
on a trip to the north, where he goes, it 
is understood, on matters connected with 
the proposed new mill. It is stated that 
the mill will in all probability be erected 
if Mr. Clemence rec@ives reasonable co- 
operation from local capitalists. 
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The shifting of long lines of freight care
